RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 
As set forth the Office Action mailed September 24, 2007 5 the Examiner asserts that the 

claims include two patentably independent inventions and requires Applicants to select for 

examination one of the following groups of inventions: 
Group I claims 1-4 S and 
Group II claims 5-12 

Per telephone conversation with the Examiner on October 10, 2007, it was agreed to 
revise the restriction requirement to the following groups of inventions: 
Group I claims 13-16, and 26, and 
Group II claims 17-25. 

In response, Applicants elect, with traverse, to prosecute for examination purposes the 
patentably independent invention specified in Group 2 (claims 17-25). MPEP 806.06 states:

Applicants agree with the Examiner's determination of patentable distinctness between 
each of the Groups and in response elect, without traverse, to prosecute for examination purposes 
the patentably distinct invention specified in Group 2 (claims 1 7-25). However, Applicants urge 
the Examiner to carefully reconsider the patentable distinctness determinations made as set 
forth in MPEP 806.04(h) and 808.01(a) in regards to the impact on prior art references in future 
divisional applications.
